trolled the Convention. 
It is a clear

How It Is. 


Aftercarefully reading a long article 


in the New York Herald on the New 
Hampshire 
muddle, we are impressed 


with the notion that we fully under- 
stand the subject. In New Hampshire 
a candidate 
to he elected must receive 


a majority of all the votes cast. 
Thus, 


though 
Smith 
receives 
14,000 votes, 


Jones 
13,000 
and 
Thompson 
2,000, 


Smith is no more elected than if he 
had not beou a caudidate. 
The law 


understood, 
and this part of the 
mud- 


dle becomes 
clearer than mud?it 
is 


plain sailing. 
But there 
is another 


New Hampshire 
law, which requires 


that the full and exact name?accept- 
ing the 
initial letter of the middle 


name 
as correct?shall 
be fullyand 


correctly printed. Now, John Priest, 
a Democrat, 
Nathaniel 
Head, 
a 


Republican, and Joshua C. Merrill, 
a 
Prohibitionist, 
were candidates 
in 


the Second Senatorial District. Priest 
received 
more votes than either of the 


other two, but not a majority of all the 
votes cast. 
Under the first law allud- 


ed to he was defeated, but the second 
let him in; for some of the ballots cast 
for Nathaniel Head 
read "Natt." 


Head. 
Had 
the 
election 
officers 


thrown these "Natt." Head ballots 
out, 
as clearly, under the law, they 


should 
have done, the matter 
would 


have been settled 
in the Second Dis- 


trict; but they 
did not, and the Gov- 


ernor and the Council did, thus giving 
Priest a majority of the legal votes 
cast. 
The Republicans claimed, first, 


that the "Natt." Head votes should 
be counted, and, second, 
that the Gov- 


ernor and Council had no right to can- 
vass the returns. 
In the first claim 


they were wrong; in the second, right 
?for, as the law gives each body the 
right to judge of the qualifications of 
its members, 
it was 
the Senate that 


should have 
decided 
the contest 
be- 


tween Priest and Head. 
This point, 


though well taken, amounts 
to noth- 


ing in the end, as the Senate, 
operat- 


ing under the same 
law, would have 


reached the same result. 
The appeal 


of the Republicans 
to the Courts 
is 


also wroug, 
because 
the law makes 


each branch 
of the Legislature 
the 


judge of who has 
the right to seats 


therein. 
The Courts have no jurisdic- 


tion in the case. 
There is one other 


issue, on the length of time one must 
reside in the State to become eligible 
to a seat in the Senate, 
but the law is 


equally clear on this point. 
These are 


the primary points in the New Hamp- 
shire muddle.

North of San Pedro and di- 
rectly West of Los Angeles, 
from which it Is 


but fourteen miles distant, lies the beautiful 
bay ot Santa Monica. 
The harbor Is so much 


better than San 
Pedro that, during a recent 
gale, while tiie steamer 
was unable to dis- 


charge into a lighter at the latter place, 
but 


carried her cargo on to San Diego, a schooner 
unloaded 
at 
Santa 
Monica lumher for the 


construction 
ofthe wharf at that point 
This 


wharf Is two thousand 
feet 
In length and 


reaches a point where 
there 
is thirty feet of

is a hard, beauti.iu 
beach, fit for bathing or 
driving at all stageso 
the tide.

Pacific Railroad, while that r ad willbe over 
two hundred miles from San Diego. 
The con- 


struction offifty miles of road 
would, there, 


tore, send the Texas Pacific to Santa Monica 
tora terminus?to 
Santa 
Monica, where swift 


and elegant 
steamers, 
running in twenty-four 
hours to San Francisco, 
over stormless 
seas, 
will convey passengers 
more pleasantly 
and 
as expeditiously as 
by rail. 
Again, the road 
to Independence 
will, at some day, not. very 
remote, be connected 
with the Utah, Southern 


and Central Roads, 
and so 
connect with the

The she ofthe proposed 
city is on the ranch 
of Sarta Monica,containing 
3(1,000 acres.

The woman 
was lodged 


in the county jail and Cotton at the 
city prison, 
where he 
made 
a 
long 


statement. 
His story in substance it 


that Mrs. Norton contracted 
with two 


men named Dutch Louis and Eugeue 
to perform 
the murder, 
agreeing to 
give them $150 for the job. 
This was 


subsequently 
paid to them at Los An- 


geles, 
when Cotton and 
Mrs. Norton

I believe 
the Governor 
had the lore- 


sight to reserve a few acres, that have 
been greatly enhanced 
in value by the

Freuch aeronauts 
recently 
lost their 


lives giveadditional interest to a work 
lately published in Paris of the influ- 
ence of the air pressure on human life. 
It is an established fact that the death 
of the two explorers 
was 
due not 
to 


the want of oxygen, but to the insuf- 
ficiency of outward atmospheric 
pres- 


sure. 
At the 
height 
reached, 
that 


pressure 
was reduced 
to one-half of 


what it Is on the surface 
of the earth, 


This creates conditions oflife to which 
the mechanism 
of the human body is 


not adapted. 
Nor is it at all necessa- 


ry to ascend to uncommonly 
high al- 


titudes to feel the beginning ofsimilar 
disturbances. 


Mountain air has stimulating 
prop- 


erties, but it is a question wnether the 
temporary excitement felt by inhabi- 
tants 
of 
the 
plains 
on rising into 


mouutainous regions is favorable 
evi- 


dence ofthe healthfulness 
of ratified 


air. 
At any rate, it may be assumed 


that, beyond a certain limit, the 
hu- 


man organism 
does not And what is 


necessary 
to continue 
it unchecked 


and unimpaired, and there 
is 
then a 


decided falling oft"in the general 
vi- 


tality. 
Travelers 
have ofteu 
had 
oc- 


casion 
to mention a peculiar sense 
of 


discomfort connected 
with mountain 


travel. 
They ascribe it to the novelty 


of unaccustomed 
exercise 
and hard- 


ships. 
Habit, it was thought, 
would 


overcome it, but careful 
observations 


have ascertained 
that a

A dimunitionof physical aud

In the highlands 


of Engardine, for instance, the visitor 
is impressed 
with the 
low standard 


of vital energies which he finds iv the 
inhabitants. 
A few of 
them 
only 


take part 
in 
public 
affairs. 
They 


mostly live in a state of mental torpor 
and political indifference. 
Statistical 


tables have peen drawn up by a French 
physician for the purpose 
of classify- 


ing the French 
Departments 
accord- 


ing to their respective rates of mortal- 
ity,and 
these 
tables 
show that 
the 


highest 
mortality 
prevails 
in 
the 


mountainous 
districts, 
such 
as the 


Alps, Savoy, 
the Jura, 
the 
Vosges.

who spent 


ten years on the coast of the Gulf of

of that he noticed 


a general 
depression. 
Iv place of a 


lively full-blooded,

and robust race, he found a people

quiet slugglish disposition, 
with

lidund sallow complexion,

flab- 


by, 
unimproved 
muscles. 
He 
dis- 


covered 
from repeated 
experiments, 


that this was duj to a diminution of 
oxygen iv the blood, the result 
of an 


insufficient condensation 
of that 
gas 


under too feeble au atmospheric 
pres- 


sure. 
The oxygen is no longer forced 


into the blood in normal 
proporti 
ou 


and the system 
is consequently 
im- 


poverished and weakened.
